The day 
will mark the first anniversary of the day on which all men 
between the ages of 21 and 31 enrolled for the selective 
draft, last- year. —If is estimated that the new enrollment 
will add in the neighborhood of 800,000 men available for 
military duty.

Coshocton county's War Chest campaign will result in 


some interesting- developments. And it is not unlikely that the 
fear of these developments is at the bottom of what little op- 
position there is to the War Chest. 


It is a common thing- to hear men say: "My heart is right 


in this war. Germany must be beaten, but I'm not in a posi- 
tion to give anything' to support the war activities now. May- 
be if it goes on a year or two longer I will be in better shape 
to help." 


In our opinion a man's heart is no further out on the fir- 


ing- line than his pocketbcok. In 99 cases out of a hundred our 
hearts are all where our pocketbooks are. 


This does not mean that all must give alike. It is the privi- 


leg-e of some to give thousands where others can only give hun- 
dreds or tens. But whatever income a man has some portion 
of it should go to the aid and comfort of the boys at the front. 


Regardless of what fine-spun theories we may hear ad- 


vanced, the fact remains that in this war, as in all others, prop- 
erty is given certain privileges over human flesh and blood. 
The government is not mealy-mouthed in asking- those of elig- 
ible ag-e to join the colors. It doesn't even ask them. It merely 
stretches out its gig-antic ann and says: '' COME!'' 


To property the government says in terms of humble en- 


treaty : "Will you volunteer a tithe of your residue for the sup- 
port of YOUE armies across the seas? I know it is a hardship 
for dollars to separate. I know you were brot together at the 
cost of tremendous labor and thot, but if you will only divide 
up now for a few y<^*s I will see that you are all united again 
and I will pay you well for your g-enerosity.'' 


Our boys have already gone. They went promptly and on 


the first invitation. They have made good '' Over There.'' They 
are showing- the same spirit that the boys of 76 and '61 showed. 
America Las made good with her boys. 


It is our dollars that are slackers. They have received 


many invitations to go to the front. 
But THEY didn't go 


promptly. Most of them have not stirred an inch. They have 
not made good at home as the boys have at the front. MEN, 
as is always the case, are true blue. As usual, it is MONEY 
that shows yellow. 


Coshocton county has made a good record in the war. It 


has given freely of her sons and the Record, on its face, shows 
that she has supported the manifold war activities ungrudg- 
ingly and liberally, more liberally than many counties richer 
than she. 


But we only read the Record on its face. It is time to go 


beneath the surface. Has everyone in the county helped of 
time and thot and money as he oug'ht? The LIDS of the 
Record look fine. How about its PAGES? 


It is the purpose of the War Chest to go deeper into the 


Record than its lids. The individual pages are to be turned. 
It is proposed to see how far to the front is the pocketbook of 
the man who says '' My heart is all right. 


In brief, this fact is common knowledge: We are not all 


helping to win the war. The good record established by Co- 
shocton county is NOT the record of the county, but of a few 
of its individuals. The great mass of Coshocton county prop- 
erty has shirked. Property does not yet know the war is on.
